\ EY. | infozmed of the great Spoyles, Dammages, and Toſſes that 
2 1 his louing Dublects lately ſuffered by the Titolences and Diſoz- 
ders committed by Souldiers, when they laſt paſſed though the 
4 ſenerall Counties of this Kealme to the Poꝛt of Douer; And His 
9 | Mateſttehautnga tender care to ſecure His louing Srbiects, both 
Jin their Perſons and Goods, againſt all ſuch offences oz fcarcs, 
Math thercfoze thought fit, with the adnice of Hts Pꝛziuie Ceun- 
cell, foꝛ repꝛeſſing and pꝛeuenting the like Attempts, Attes, oꝛ Iniuries, by this Pꝛotlama⸗ 
tion, to giue ſolemne warning, and publiſh His Royall Commandement concerning the 
lame; wherein, to the end all pꝛetente of Diloꝛder ſhall bee taken from the Souldiers, 
Dis Maieſtie in the firſt place doth giue ſtrict charge and Command, to all Captaines, Tieu⸗ 
tenants, Cozpozals, Conductoꝛs, and all other Officers, who haue, oz ſhall haue any 
charge oz command of Conducting any of the ſcutrall Companies, eprointed cut of the 
ſeuerall Counties of this Realme, to Plymmouth, That they doe, not onely ſce the Souls 
diers of their ſcuerall Bands and Charges reſpectinely , ducly payd their Conduct Mo- 
nies, and pꝛonided foꝛ of fit n:ceſſaries in their paſſage, but doe allo carefully Leade 
and Conduct them from place to place, whtther they are to goe, keeping alwayes with 
their Companies, and ſuffering none of them vpon any pꝛetente to wander oz ſtraggle 
krom the reſt. | 
Secondly, Thatnoperſon oꝛ perſons whatſocuer, after hee oz they hath, haue, oz 
(hall recetue his oz their Pꝛeſt money, doe pꝛelume to abſent oꝛ hide himſelfe when hee ſhal 
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be called to goe with the Companies, noꝛ being in company, ſhall wander oz ſtraggle from 
his oꝛ their colours, oꝛ from the Captaine, Lieutenant, Co2pozall, Conductoz, oꝛ other Offis 
cer, to whom the conducting of them ſhalbe aſſigned; but that they all behaue themlelues qut- 
ctly and oꝛderly, as becomes good Subiects, without offering mtury oꝛ violence in their pal⸗ 
ſage to any others, either in their perſons, families, goods 02 cattell, 02 fall into any outrage 
oꝛ diſozder amongſt themlelues. 

And if any ok the ſayd Souldiers ſhall, — publique Warning, and 
their Captaines oꝛ Conductoꝛs care and reſtraint, bꝛeake out aud commit any outrage, take 
oꝛ ſpoile any mans houle oz goods in the Townes oz fields as they paſſe, ſtraggle from their 
Companies, 02 otherwiſe outragtouſly behaue themſelues, That then enery ſuch Souldter 
ſo offending, be by vertue of this His Maicſties Pzoclaw ation, foozthwith committed to the 


Conſtable of the place next adiopning, and by him in late and ſure maner conducted to the 


Gaole ofthe Countie, there to remaine without Baile oꝛ Mainepꝛiſe, vntill hee ſhall be p20- 


teeded agaiuſt by the ſtricteſt courſe of Law which his fact ſhall deſerne, foz an example to o 


thers to auoid the like offences. 

And foꝛ the better execution of this His Maieſties honourable, iuſt, and neceſſary Com⸗ 
mandement, His Mateſtie ſtraitly chargeth and commandetl all Licutenants, Deputy- 
Licntcenaits, Maiozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, 2Bayliffes, Headbozoughs, and other 
Officers, and all other His Maieſties good and louing Subiects, to take care to pꝛeuent and 
repꝛeſſe all ſuch diſoꝛders, as afoꝛeſaid, and to be apding and aſſiſting to the ſaid: Captaine 
and Captaines, oꝛ other Condu:to2 oz Conductoꝛs of Souldiers reſpectiucly, and to ſuch 
Conſtable and Conſtables, as ſhall haue the charge of conducting any ſuch diſozderly Souls 
diers to the Gaole reſpettiuelp, in the due execution of this His Mateſties commandement 
concerning the pꝛenuſſes, as they tender their duety and allegiance to His Maieſtp, and the 
peace and good of their Countrep, and will anſwere foz the contrary at their vttermoſt 
perils, -
